As tp what is infinuated, that the donations 
given by the Nabob to individuals, had drained 
bis treafury in fuch t. manner, that the Com- 
pany were obliged to lend him large fums of 
money, this is not only a very unfair, but afalfe 
reprcfentation of faiis. The fime the Com- 
pany lent this money to the Nabob was, when 
his dominions were in peace, and the futn was 
only two lack of rupees, about 25,000 /.. The 
Nabob’s minifter himfelf informed me, he had 
then to the amount pf near a milUon fterling in 
jewels. 
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5cv«els,^a Idtge'ium* of money in his^treafury, 
and to-a very gtea^^^JUnt In plate.” It could 
not be owing to diftreft that he ’borroWed this 
money; his pretences of poverty migh't have 
beeti mide ufe of with a political vie'w, as is 
the'^conftanti pradlicc in that country ; or he 
might have defired to* borrow money 'of the 
Company for fear they fhould deiire to borrow 
of him. But the real fact nas this; if I may 
be fuppofed to know it, who then prefided over

By the IXth article of the^ treaty with'the 
Nabob, the Company's polTeffions would have 
been of little confequence to them, onlels we 
were allowed to put not only our own con- 
firuftion on the words of the article, “buf alfo to 
have an additional quavhity of land to’ the 
northwnrd, to thcamountof near xa,ooo /.per 
annum. ’ In order to accompU{h.‘ this,* we riot 
only were obliged to comply with the Nabob’s 
requeft, made ' at that particular time, but alfb 
to make prefents to feveral of the principal^offi- 
ccrs about him, to engage his confent to this 
grant, which he was not bound to make 
treaty; and I-belleye the Dir«flors know very

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not, J am furc the Governor and

Jiavc no Tight to an annual revenue of f 7,000 f.

In this article, party Tcfcntmcnt feems to 
have confounded all ideas of right and wrong; 
and my oppofition to the prtfent leading gen- 
tlemen has cart fuch a mlft before their eyes, 
that they cannot difeem that tight which they 
had before acknowledged by every adl ‘that 
could cxptc& .It. But as 1 intend to make the 
Proprietors the judges of that right, I fhall 
explain the caufc, for which the Jagbire, or 
Lorcllhip, which produces to me an annual 
'income of about ,3t^ooc> /. a year, was given, 
me, and the nature of the gran: by which I 
hold it. 

I Soon after the battle of PlaflcV, the Nabob, 
of his own free morion, without the lead bint 
.pr application from me, lent a petition to the

in "Bengal, when I left that countiyj and 
that ' that ^pov/cr after I came away, rvas 
made ufe of to depofe the Prince who fat 
on 'the throne whilft I 'was there, and to 
cftabhiii his ftead. 

It is under thefe drcumftanccs, that the Direc- 
tors make ufc of the id rcafon. Now to give 
that reafon its utmoft latitude, it can amount 
to DO more than an admlflion from the Com- 
pany, that I had once a good right to re- 
quire from them the payment of my Jaghirc:

The coaft of Coromandel 
tvas a burthen to them; inftead of dcfra)ing 
the C9mpany’s expcnccs, out of the profits of 
its trade, it had incurred a debt of near half a 
milUon. Bomb ^a nd the Coaft ^free from 
all difturbances) fcarcc paid their cxpcnccs ; fo 
that there ^•emaincd only ^a few Ihips to China, 
for the Company’s fupport. Thefc confider- 
ations, and a thorough periuafion that the 
Company muft fall, if Bengal was not recoter-

Vill confider the merits of the demand In the 
•firft place; becauleif Lord Cine is intitled 5 n' 
jvifticc to the tent xlTuing out of the lands grant- 
ed b> MeerJafRer to the Company, they will 
(ps they ought) turn Chancellors pgiinfl; them- 
fci\csj and nor think it for their* honour that 
the relief pra j ed fttould be denied, mei ely Xipon 
a defedl of jutlfdiflioa in the caua of Chan- 
«r\. 
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And I muft own, after confideting this qnef- 
tion, upon the pleadings and papers laid before 
me, I have no doubt upon the right of Lord 
Cliv'c to the rent or Jaghire demanded. The 
grant of the lands to the Company was made by 
Meer JafEcr in the year 1757 (out of which the 
rent was referved to him, as Nabob of the pro* 
,Yince.) The rent fo refert ed was afligned by 
the Nabob to Lord Clive in 1759- Both grants 
flowed from the fame authority; and therefore 
in a queflion between the Eaft India Company, 
as grantee of the lands from Meer Jaffier, and. 
Lord CUve, as grantee of the rent ; it appears 
to me immaterial to enter into fucli objeitions 
as might be made either by the Mogul, or the 
fucccflbr of the Nabob ^Icer JafHer, to the 
form or fubflance of thofe grants. They both 
claim and derhe under the fame granter; and 
j the Eafl India Company cannot raife an objec- 
‘ tion againft the grant to Lord Clive, founded 
on the want of right and power in the Nabob, 
which will not impeach their own. If Lord 
Clive, asailrvantof the Company, had been 
bohnd by covenants or b)e 1 rvs not to accepe 
any rewards from the Indian princes, of inferiof 

fove- ^ 
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Ibverelgns in the Mogul cmpiic, or from the 
the Mogul, without licence of the Company 
or Court of Direftors (even for fen^ices perform- 
ed to thofc princes, not immediately relative to 
the commerce of the Company), 1 fhould have 
thought that he would have hecn bound, by 
fuch covenants or by-laws, to renounce and re^ 
linquilh *fuch "rewards or advantages; and hq. 
might have been liable, in fuch cale, to da^ 
mages at law, or to an account in a court of 
equity. But I am of opinion, that the queflion 
of right, in this inftance, is to be confidcred, 
not upon the ftrift abfoluie merits (according to 
the laws and conftitution of the Mogul empire), 
but relatively, as between the Eaft India Com- 
pany, the grantee of the lands from Mcer 
Jaffier, and Lord Clive the grantee of the fame 
Nabob, of a rent iffuing bnd referved out of 
thofe lands, when granted to the Company, j 
And I am alfo of opinion, that this queftlon’* 
ought to be determined between his Lordihip 
and the Company, uppn the fame principles as 
the like queftion would be determined arifmg 
between the owner of lands in England fub-

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that rent, in a cafe where both parties derived 
from the fame ori^nal granter. As tcf the 
queftion of jurifdidtion, I have already faid, 
that I am fatisfied, if the Direftors and Pro- 
prietors fee the merits of Lord Clive's demand 
in the fJme light in which it ftrjLes me, they 
v/ill turn Chancellors againft themfelves. It is? 
for the honour of that great Company to aik 
upon fuch principles, not only with foreign 
merchants, trading companies, and foreign 
Hates and fovereigns, but with their own fer-

That court, as a court of equity, afts by ittf 
decrees, not in rrn, but in perfonami and there- 
fore if the defendant (the Eaft India Company) 
againfi: whom an account of the profits of the 
Inland is prayed, is amcfuable to the procefs and 
juftice of Chancery (as mofl: certainly the Com- 
pany is), the only queftion to be confidered will 
be.
